Canadian whisky. 


Estimates in 
Detroit place 
the 


number of blind pigs, saloons and 
speakeasies at between 3,000 and 
5,000. 
Complicating this situation 


is the fact that numerous federal of- 
ficers on duty patrolling the river 
have been caught accepting money 
to permit the transportation of whl« 
ky from the Canadian shore. 


Despite the fleet of rum running 


patrol boats In the Detroit river, the 
great number of speedboats afloat, 
many of which are known to be own- 
ed by bootlegging syndicates, makes 
the transportation of Canadian whis- 
ky a hazardous but highly profitable 
racket.

terms through a special commission. 
Germany has accepted the allied idea 
of instituting what is called a commis- 
sion of "verification and conciliation." 
The negotiators are divided, however, 
on the question of how long this con- 
trol commission shall function.

Everything seems to be set for 
a. 


general settlement of the matters -- in 
Controversy. The setting up of a spe- 
cial commission, its character, author- 
ity end jurisdiction, together with its 
ienn, ought to be comparatively 
simple.-It is an indispensable condi- 
tion of evacuation and Germany must 
and undoubtedly will be reasonable in 
consenting to precautions which a na- 
tion in France's position would neces- 
sarily have to take. The real difficulty 
is likely to be over the demand o£ 
France for a definite settlement of rep- 
arations. 


It has been proposed that a commit- 


tee of experts be nominated by the six 
powers to study this question and help 
in its solution. This would seem to in- 
dicate a spirit of conciliation and fair- 
ness on both sides, and a real desire to 
get at the fundamental facts and ar- 
rive at an equitable and just'conclu- 
sion. On the whole, the prospect for 
an early evacuation of the Rhineland 
'seems to be favorable. If it is brought 
about, as .it of course should be, it will 
be another great forward step toward 
peaceful understanding in Europe and 
the removal of causes of discontent 
and friction.

RADIO AND ADVERTISING 
Some highly pertinent remarks on 


radio advertising, voiced by the wide- 
ly-known advertising man, Thomas F. 
Logan, in a recent speech at Detroit, 
are reprinted in a little booklet and are 
worth considerable thought. 


"Despite the great reliance we place 


on broadcasting as a new sales force in 
American business, we would not rec- 
ommend to any advertiser that -he 
place all or a large proportion of his 
advertising expenditure in this new 
medium, says Mr. Logan. "Broadcast- 
ing, for the present at least, must be an 
adjunct to printed salesmanship—and 
it is a mighty powerful adjunct" 


After pointing out that newspapers, 


magazines, billboards and radio have 
each a definite place in the advertising 
scheme, Mr. Logan says of the radio: 


"I am willing to risk my reputation 


as ? prophet in saying that while it is 
here to stay, it will not and cannot re- 
place the printed page. It is an exten- 
sion of sales energy—a rounding out 
process, rather than a substitute. The 
printed page-is the firm foundation of 
all profitable advertising." 


Mr. Logan, one of the greatest ad-

Undoubtedly 
another factor is Mr. Mellon's recent 
statement in which he declared that 
the high state of American prosperity 
was likely to continue, that there was 
nothing on the horizon to indicate a 
change. 


The politicians who used to partici- 


pate in the campaigns of a generation 
ago would not believe their senses if 
they could know what is happening to- 
day. Throughout almost our entire 
history presidential elections were the 
signal for ultra-conservatism or near 
panics in business and industry, and 
the temporary effects of either upon 
prosperity were about the same." 


We are coming to learn that the 


politicians do not make prosperity al- 
though there are times when they may 
impair it by enacting unwise legisla- 
tion. The chances of this nationally 
are so remote that it is hardly taken 
account' of by the financial and busi- 
ness world. Since we have had the fed- 
eral reserve system we have had a 
minimum of timidity in fields of com- 
merce and industry over politics, while 
there has never been even a sugges- 
tion of financial panic. In 6ther words, 
we have reached the point where hard 
times created artificially by politics are 
at an end. Our psychological attitude 
toward elections has improved. 


THE LAZY BEE 


Dr. Lloyd R. Watson, pursuing re- 


search work at Cornell University, has 
made a -discovery that is .harrowing to 
all of us who were brought up on the 
good old-fashioned adages and max- 
ims. 


He announces that the supposedly

I am glad to send 
to any reader who asks for ft, instructions and 
advice about the use of iodin to prevent goiter, 
provided the request Is accompanied with a 
stamp addressed envelope. But the treatment of 
goiter is not a question that I can deal with.

PORTO BICO AFTER THIRTY 


YEARS 


Washington, D. C. — The Terri 


tory of Porto Rico is celebrating 
this year a series of anniversaries 
thirty years after the occupation o: 
the island by the United States. On 
July 25 the anniversary of the first 
landing of American troops 
commemorated. Other dates 
mark 


the anniversary of the various steps 
of American occupation and sub- 
sequent setting up of the civil gov- 
ernment as an American territory 
Oddly enough Hhe first celebration 
was also a Spanish feast day, San- 
tiago, and In Porto Rico, near the 
town of Tauco, a ceremony took 
place at the tomb of the 
unknown 


Spanish goldier, one of the few who 
fell in the scattered fighting which 
accompanied the American occupa- 
tion. 
- - 


These anniversaries have 
given 


the people of Porto Rico an occasion 
to take stcck of what thirty years 
as an 
American territory 
have 


meant to. them. On the bay of Gu- 
anica, where the first American sol- 
diers landed in 1898, there stands 
to-day the sugar mill of the Guan- 
ica central, which produces more 
than 90,000 tons of sugar a year, or 
one and one-half times the total 
sugar output of Porto Rico in 1898. 
It is but one of many large mills 
of to-day, some owned by Ameri- 
cans, some by Porto Ricans, Span- 
iards, and Frenchmen. 


In 1901, when'the first complete 


figures of trade were made availa- 
ble the whole export business of 
Porto Rico was eight and one-half 
million dollars. In 1927 the sugar 
export to the United States alone 
was fifty-five and and-half million 
dollars. On the commercial side of 
the island's life, a single industry to- 
day brings to Porto Rico many times 
the total foreign trade of the Island 
in pre-American days. 


Before delving farther into sta- 


tistics of trade it is worth observ- 
ing that Porto Rico is' a densely 
populated tropical 
island, 
whose 


people must either develop indus- 
tries in addition to agriculture, or 
suffer from the pressure inevitable 
to large 
populations 
on limited 


acreage. The 1,400,000 people occu- 
py a land of 3600 square miles. To 
rise above ft condition of relative 
poverty, such a population must, 
of economic certainty, adopt inten- 
sive methods, of cultivation of the 
soil, and 
establish 
manufactures 


and trade. The ease with which a 
tropical people may drift along in 
conditions of 
poverty, 
ignorance, 


and disease has 'been' tv ell enough il- 
lustrated in other portions of the 
West Indies. The tale of American 
leadership in Porto Rico, summed 
up in the cold figures of commer- 
cial wealth, is one 
of 
successful 


progress in health, education, and 
industry. Porto Rico was almost as 
populous and certainly as naturally 
fertile, thirty years ago as it Is to- 
day. It then 'enjoyed a total 
com- 


merce valued at less than 517.000.- 
000. This has grown to a business 
of $200.000.000. 


The sugar iiMlustry. selling almost 


its whole output in the United' 
States, makes up about 60 per cent 
of the export trade. A visitor to the 


islands is certain to see some of the 
sUjgar mills and realize the import 
ance and extent of the business. To 
bacco, the second largest expor 
product, is more largely raised in 
land, with Cayey as the center o 
the business. In 192? the 
tobacco 


exports were $24,891,381.00, chleflj 
made up as cigars and cigarettes 
almost all to the United States.

skill. 


The coffee exports of Porto RIco- 


unlike most of her output, go chief- 
ly to countries other than the Unit- 
ed States. Cuba is the best custom- 
er, with Germany, Italy, and £pain 
taking most of the rest of the six 
million dollar crop. The fruit ship- 
ments, with about the same total 
value as the'- coffee, go largely to 
the United States. The banana and 
the plaintain flourish in the s%me 
lavish abundance 
which 
greeted 


the occupying troops in 1898. They 
remain a great factor in the native 
diet, especially in the mountain re- 
gions. 


With all of this material pros 


perity have the Porto Ricans been 
able to abolish poverty, filth, wretch 
cdness. and disease?

According to County Agent Lath- 


rop, the Buffalo Tree Hopper is the* 
shape of a 
buckwheat seed and 


about three times as large. By mak- 
ing slits in the bark of a tree in 
which It deposits its eggs, the pest 
girdles a tree anil finally kills it. 
The eggs winter in the slits and in 
the spring 
they hatch, and the 


young feed on nearby grasses till 
early in September when they go 
back to the apple trees to repeat the 
life cycle. 


Thousands of slits and twenty-five 


hoppers have been found on a single 
tree in orchards near Casco which 
shows a very serious infection. The 


multiplies 
very rapidly, 
es- 


pecially if grass is plentiful. The 
hopper was first noticed last spring. 
It was probably introduced in nur- 
sery stock. 


There is no known effective spray 


for the Buffalo Tree Hopper. 
A SO 


per cent nicotine sulphate spray, or 
1 1-2 pints of nicotine sulphate to 
100 gallons of water, is sometimes 
tried. It is difficult to hit the hop- 
per with a spray.

ed by the necessity and bother of 
bailing out her row boat every day 
when she had to bring the cows 
from the pasture, set her wits to 
work and devised what she believes 
is an original system of crossing the 
river in her district.

Seymour—William Frelipp, route 


4, has a flock of 100 sheep including 
purebred Hampshire^, Schropshires, 
Oxfords, Cheviots, 
Lincolns, 
and 


grades. This fall he exhibited at Sey- 
mour, De Pere and Hortonville and 
was very successful at each of these 
fairs. When the season • of the fairs 
is past, he markets- 
his 
surplus 


lambs and sheep. 


"As sheep raising depends upon 


the conditions of feed and care that 
makes dairying a success, the dairy- 
man on SO acres or less cannot suc- 
cessfully carry on dairying and the 
raising of sheep at the same time," 
said. Mr. Prelipp. 


His son, who is a sheep fancier, 


objected. 
"Ten sheep can be main- 


tained on the feed of one cow." The 
father then added: "If sheep come 
to sheds in the fall in good condition 
from the pastures, they need very 
little grain in the winter." 


Mr. Prelipp is working 296 acres 


of land. 
He shock-threshed 
2.800 


bushels of grain this season raised 
on this land. He has raised 38 acres 
of heavy, ripe corn with a soybean 
bottom. He harvested SO tons of 
hay. From his corn crop he Intends 
to fill two silos with a combined ca- 
pacity of 125 tons of silage, and to 
shred the remainder of his corn. He 
has 45 acres of alfalfa, alsike and 
red clover seeding that look better 
at the present time than did any of 
his former seedings. 


Forty head of cattle', 100 sheep, 


horses and'poultry get a large pro- 
portion of the feed that Mr. Prelipp 
raises. 


While Mr. Prelipp is raising cattle 


and horses and his son is raisins 
sheep, Mrs. Prelipp is raising poul- 
try'. 
She has disposed of her old 


hens and has a flock of 300 White 
Leghorn pullets in good shape to 
begin the winter egg-production. She 
has sent all the roosters that were 
in the flock to rm.rkct. She mixes an 
effective egg-laying ration for her 
pullets and has them housed in a 
modem coop. Besides the chickens. 
Mrs. Prelipp raises duck and geese, 
usually in large numbers. 


Seymour—Charles Prelipp, route 1, 


is completing a 32 by 36 feet addi- 
tion to his barn. The entire struc- 
ture Is on a concrete foundation, 32 
by 72 feet. In a space 32 feet by 36 
feet hx expects to have stable room 
for 20 cows. Steel stanchions and 
drinking cups will be a part of the 
equipment.

START WINTER SEEDING 


ON WISCONSIN FARMS 


Madison—Seeding of winter wheat 


and rye will be started this week on 
Wisconsin farms, and will be con- 
tinued to the end of the month, al- 
though wheat should not be sown 
after the third week of September. 
These are the planting dates recom- 
mended by R. A.' Moore, agronomist 
at the College of Agriculture, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 


Only two varieties of these fall 


grains receive the complete approv- 
al of the veteran agronomist. The 
variety of winter wheat best suit- 
ed for Wisconsin conditions is, he 
declares, Wisconsin Pedigree No. 2, 
and the leading variety of rye is 
Wisconsin Pedigree. 


Both varieties were developed in 


the state and were selected for high 
yields and milling qualities. They 
can be grown in any of the 71 coun- 
ties, invariably excelling all other 
varieties. The average yield of the 
wheat is 35 bushels per acre and of 
rye 45 bushels. Clean seed of these 
strains is not difficult to secure in 
the state as both of them are wide- 
ly grown by members of the Wis- 
consin experiment station. 


About

so far have been confined to oats 
and oat smuts. He has tested more 
than 300 oat varieties and has found 
only a few resistant. 


Dr. Reed therefore has sone into 


the problem of combing 
the poo.-ly 


yielding, though smut-resistant, va- 
rieties with the high-yielding oats in 
order to obtain a hybrid that would 
bo both smut-resistant and of a high 
yield. 


"The breeding of commercial va- 


rieties of cereals,1' says D.-. Reed, 
"is essentially a local problem. Xo 
one variety 
may be expected to 


prove the best over a wide area." 


This statement shows the exten- 


,siveness of the problem of combating 
'smut in a country as large as the 
United States, and i£ is backed up 
by the large number of varieties of 
plants under test. 
Last year alone, 


some 12,000 Individual plants were

Appropriations Will Be Need 


ed for Intercepting Sewe 
Along River 


Within a few weeks city official 


will be ponderlngr over tho budge 
for next year. 


And when they get started, they 


will be In the midst of one of thel 
most exasperating jobs. 


Although not a great deal o 


thought has been given the- matter 
yet, there are one or two Items tha 
will absolutely have to be Included 
In the appropriations, according tp 
Mayor A. C. Eule. 


One Is the Intercepting sewer from 


S. Mason to S. Jackman-sts. 


The other Is the replacement 01 


tho creosote paving blocks on S 
Onelda, E. Lawrence, and E. "Wash- 
Ington-sta with asphalt or some oth- 
er pavement. 


Add to these two projects a de 


flclt of $150.000 or more the city is 
to Incur this year, and one has In 
eluded the three new major prov! 
slons which will have to be taken 
Into considerations in the next bud 
get the mayor pointed out. 


Many other things are needed, bu 


their need Is not as paramount Con 
struction of the Intercepting sewer 
and the 
pavement on ' the thre< 


above named streets has been put of 
as long as possible. This work wil 
have to be completed In 1929. Mayor 
Rule indicated. 


Other matters to probably come up 


for consideration in the budget, but 
which will undoubtedly have to be 
put off for the time being, Include 
a new senior high school and a city 
barns to house street 
departmenl 


equipment. 


"The Intercepting sewer should 
lave been laid this year," said Mayor 
Kule. 
"However, the city simply 


did not have the money and it was 
consequently an impossibility to un- 
dertake the project. 


"But the work cannot be put off 


any longer. To postpone action on 
this matter again would very likely 
precipitate a controversy with the 
state board of- health. The board 
Informed us more than a year ago 
that we must change the plans of 
our sewage system and this is the 
first step In the improvement as 
proposed in the plans prepared by 
W. G. Kirchoffer, sanitary engineer, 
Madison, in 1026." 
> 


The plans were ordered prepared 


by the common council. They were 
approved early in 1528 by the state 
board of health. 
The entire pro- 


gram as outlind by Mr. Kirchoffer 
will require from four to five years 
to carry out, it is believed. 


The initial step, construction of the 


intercepting sewer from S. Mason 
to S. Jackman-st, which it is pro- 
posed to start next spring, will cost 
approximately ?35.000 in the opinion 
of city officials. 


The state board of health frowned

cause the sanitary sewers run into 
the Fox River above the filtration 
plant
